Applicant respectfully traverses that Doshi does not disclose the capability to send a data packet over a selected one of a plurality of 
channels and send a subsequent data packet over a different one of the plurality of channels. Exanniner respectfully disagrees with 
Applicant because Dosh teaches a data packet Is sent to a receiver via a comnnunications path, which may consist of a single or number 
of data links (column 3 lines 29-35). It is obvious that because there are a number of data links, a next data packet could be transmitted 
over a different link than the first data packet. Applicant further respectfully traverses that Doshi does not disclose receiving packets in a 
non-sequential order. Examiner respectfully disagreess with Applicant because Doshi teaches a program within the receiver that 
determines if a data packet is received in sequence (column 5 lines 9-1 1 ). It is obvious that if such a program is necessary, than there is 
a capability of receiving data packets in a non-sequential order. 
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
